АВ PROVIDED BY CHAPTER 115 OF THE GENERAL ACTS OF 1856, - 
AND OF THE SEVERAL ACTS AMENDATOBY THERETO. 


The committee have made as full and thorough an investigation 
of the mattérs committed to them, as it was.possible for them to do, 
in the circumstances in which they have been placed. 

The printing of the reports of the several state officers has been 
unusually delayed ; the reports of the Secretary of State and of the 
Commissioners of School and University Lands, and a portion of 
the report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, were placed! 
in the hands of the committee but a few days since, while the re- 
ports of the Treasurer and Bank Comptroller are still in the hands 
of the printer. 


The committee commenced their investigation in the office of 
the 


STATE TREASURER. 


It was their aim to carry out fully the spirit as well as the letter 
of the law under which they acted, and accordingly they pursued 
their investigations into the most minute details of the business of 

- the office, and it is with great satisfaction that they are enabled to 
say, that the funds of the State have been carefully guarded by the 
prompt and faithful officer who now has the charge of the treasury 

of the State. | 

The books of the office are kept with a due regard to system 
and neatness) and the contrast between the management of this 
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department under the present Treasurer and of that of his prede- 
cessor is marked and gratifying. 

The quarterly examinations of the books and accounts of the 
Treasurer, required by the statute to be made by the Secretary of 
State, your committee are satisfied, have been promptly and faith- 
fully made. 

While in the Treasurer’s office, the committee examined the 
bank securities deposited there by the Bank Comptroller, іп: aceord-: 
ance with the requirements of the banking law, and found them 
all correct, 


SECRETARY OF STATE. , 


Everything in this department:furnished evidence of the effici- 
ency and faithfulness of the officer who is at its head. The books 
of the office are kept in a neat and systematic manner, and the more 
thorough the examinations made, served but to furnish the more 
abundant-evidences of the correctness with which they-have been 


kept. 
SCHOOL AND SWAMP LAND DEPARTMENT. 


The business connected with this department has become very 
extensive and complicated, and while the committee are compelled 
to call attention to a few matters which do not appear to be strictly 
correct, they deem it due those who have the charge of the im- 
portant interests concentrated here, to say-that every thing connect- 
ed with the department gives evidence of industry and faithfulness 
on the part of those therein employed. 

In comparing the sales books in the school land office, of salés 
made in 1856, with the amounts of principal and interest received; 
as shown by the books of the' Secretary of State, occasional dis- 
crepancies were discovered. In some cases, the amounts in thé 
latter were larger than appeared by the sales*book, but it was 
found to arise from paymerits of 1857; made in advance. ‘The

There is a difficulty in ascertaining, in, this office, without con- 
siderable labor, what purchases are complete and the necessary 
payments actually made. When purchasers select their lands, an 
enizy.is made on the books, of the. name against the particular 
Атаға selected, with the amount of principal and interest to be paid, 

„and a stub given, showing the amount necessary to be paid into 
the treasury. On itsreturn with the Treasurer’s receipt, he is en- 
titled to receive a certificate of sale. 

It is, doubtless, the intention, that the matter should be closed | 
at once; but the purchaser, in many instances, retains the stub, , 
.until it suits his convenience to pay, and the tract stands on 
the face of thé sales book as being sold and paid for. There . 
should be some method devised to ascertain at once, on, the face 
of the record, whether the sale has been perfected or not. In all | 
cases except the two before named, of sales not entered on the ° 


Secretary's books, the certificates were:found in the office undeli- ` 
vered.

In the swamp land department the amount for principal and in- ` 
terest paid on sales corresponded with those entered on the Secre- 
tary's books, with the exception of those named in the list here- , 
with annexed marked “ A.” 

A part of them were found, on examination, to have been paid 
since the first of January, 1857; the balance are ptobably still, 
unpaid. The suggestion made above.relative to sales in the school | 
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‘land department, would apply with equal force to the swamp 


land department.

In the loan department it was found that all the loans entered in 
the report of the Commissioners of School and University Lands 
had been regularly paid by the Treasurer, and charged in his ac- 
count, 

Upon an examination of such as were found in the office, they 
were all found correct, with the exception of those named in the 
annexed list marked “ B.” 

In some cases the notes were not regularly dated, but finding a 
time fixed for the final payment of the note, and for the commence- 
ment of the 1nterest named in the body of the note, it was thought 
best to pass them as correct, although it is suggested, that in fu- 
ture it be made a point to have all notes destinctly and properly 
dated. 

The mortgages named in list marked * C." herewith annexed, 
were not examined, not being in the office. They are stated to be 
sent away for record and not yet returned. By recurring to the 
dates it will be seen, that many have been made a long time, some 
over a, year; a period more than sufficient to have allowed them to 
be recorded and returned. 

The following are marked on the mortgage book, as having paid 
their interest in 1856 ; but the amounts do not appear on the Se- 
cretary's journal; they may be yet unpaid :

, The loan department does not теді to receive the attention 
which its importance demands, and it is respectfully suggested that 
a through examination be made, under the direction of the Com- 
missioners, of all mortgages belonging to the School and University 
funds ; that the securities be re-examined, the imperfections cor- 
rected, and proper measures adopted to have them promptly re- 


-corded and returned to the office. A perfected list of the mortga- 


ges, with the name, amount, date, discription of security, when 
recorded, the time to which interest is paid, arranged by counties, 
and reported to the Governor in time for the next Legislature would 
be a great convenience for future investigations, and would obviate 


the necessity of going beyond the transactions of the previous 


year, ~ 

The annexed list marked “у? is a list of sales of forfeited 
lands as shown by the sales book, which do not appear to have 
been paid into the treasury. The certificates are probably yet in 
the office. 


BANK COMPTROLLER. 


The investigations in this department were as-thorough as the 
circumstances of the case would admit of. The books in this de- 
partment showed an exact correspondence, in every particular, 
with the report of the Comptroller, of January 31st, 1857, the ве- 
curites being deposited ard the circulating notes issued and duly 
recorded as stated, to each bank. 

The securities to be deposited as required in section 17, of the 
general banking law, were found all right and largely exceeding 
the amounts required by law. 
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"$t appears from (he report of.the>Bank Comptroller; tlvat.onithe 
first Monday of January, 1857, he had in his hands twentyenine 
thousand seven hundred and sixty dollars; that on the thirty-first 
day of that month the amount had increased to ninety-eight 
AXhousand five hundred and seventy-six dollars. This. money has 
ome into the hands’of the Bank Comptroller, in accordance with 
the provisions of sections 25, 37 and 38 of the general banking law. 
Section 37 provides that “Any banking association wishing to 
withdraw any of the securities by them deposited by the Comp- 
troller, may do so by depositing in lieu thereof, an equal amount df 
specie, or of the circulating notes which have been issued to said 
association by the Bank Comptroller, in sums of not less than 
one thousand dollars.” 

Sec. 95. Provides that “in case the curreut market value of 
any portion of the securities transferred by any banking association 
to the State treasurer, in trust, as provided in this act, shall at any 
time, for the period of ninety days, be less than the value at which 
they were deposited, the Comptroller shall notify such bank of the 
depreciation in value of such securities, and such banks, within 
thirty days after receiving such notice, or an equal amount of the 
circulating notes to be transferred to the Treasurer of State, in trust, 
to the amount equal to the difference between the current market 
value at which they were deposited.”

"banks, but thirty-one thousand and seventy-six dollars. ‘The bal- 
ance, sixty-seven thousand five hundred and seventy-six dellars,<is 
in the possession of the following ‘banks, as shown -by-certificates 
of deposit and a check in ће bands of the- Comptroller:

Four thousand dollars of the amount named above, as being on 
deposit in the State Bank of Wisconsin, at Milwaukee, is the four 
thousand dollars which the report of the Comptroller names as 
having been deposited with him by said State Bank of Wisconsin. 

Five thousand dollars of the amount named above as being in 
the possession of the State Bank, at Madison, is the amount of a 
cheek for that sum drawn by the State Treasurer on said State 
Bank at Madison, in the hands of the Bank Comptroller. 

In relation to this specie, under the control of the Bank Comp- 
troller, the committee would remark: First, That they ean find no 
authority in the law for depositing the same, or any portion of it, 
шапу of the banks of the State. 

Тһе committee do not propose, at. this time, to discuss the-wis- 
dom or policy of the law; they speak of it as they find it; and 

- while they: state the fact that they сап find -no legal authority for 
placing this specie on deposit in the banks named, they are not 
2 È 
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prepared to say that this action on the part of the Comptroller has 
not resulted in great good, not dnly to the banks of the State, but:to 


_ the people at large; the deposits, or certificates, of the three banks 


above named were made in lieu of California bonds, which have 
greatly depreciated in value, and merely to accommodate the other 
banks holding the bonds, to allow them time to substitute other sat- 
isfactory securities,—the law, in fact, allowing them about four 
months for that purpose. 

Second: The committee are of the opinion that a correct inter- 
pretation of the letter and spirit of the banking law ofthe State 
would require the whole of this specie to be deposited with the 

, State Treasurer. The Bank Comptroller is of a different opinion, 
based mainly upon the following section of the banking law: 

“ Szc. 38. The securities to be deposited: with the Treasurer in 
trust by any association, shall be kept by him exclusively for the 
redemption of the bills or notes of such association, put in circula- 
tion as money, until the same are paid and returned to the Comp- 
troller, as provided in this act; but the Treasurer may assign said 
securities to said association transferring the same, upon receiving 
therefor equivalent securities, or upon being notified. by the Comp- 
troller that such bank has deposited with him an equivalent amount 
in specie, or cireulating notes issued by such bank, as provided in 
section thirty-seven of this act.” 

While the committee are constrained to differ from him, they accord 
to him the utmost honesty and sincerity in the construction of the 
law which has guided his action. The general scope and spirit 
of the banking law seems to recognize the Comptroller as the re- 
sponsible officer, with whom all business connected with the de- 
partment is to be done. He is the individual who stands between 
the banks and the people of the State, to see that the provisions of 
the law are carried into effect, and the rights of all parties carefully 
guarded. But while he is the officer who does the business, it 
seems to be equally certain that the law contemplates that all secu- 
rities for the redemption of the circulation of the several banks of 
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he State, with the exception óf the bonds provided Хот in елт 
ection of the Jaw, shall be in the custody of the State 'T'reasurér, 
Keeping these two facts in view, the committee are of opinion 
hat there need be no doubt as to the proper construction to be placed. 
pon what might otherwise be ambiguous, in sorhe sections of the 
aw. 
Sections 5, 6 and 13, of the banking law, provide for'the transfer 
the State Treasurer, in trust, of the various securities deposited 
y the several banks for the redemption of the circulating notes 
nd for their deposit, for safe keeping, with the Treasurer. 

While the law seems constantly to recognize the fact that the se- 
urities are to be deposited originally with the Comptroller, it no- 
here authorizes their remaining in his custody. 

Section 25 of the banking law already quoted in this report, pro- 
ides expressly that when additional securities are called for by 
е Comptroller, that the “ banks within thirty days after receiving 
ch notice shall cause securities ofthe kinds before specified, or an 
ualamount of their circulating notes to be transferred to the 
reasurer of State, in trust, to an amount equal to the difference 
tween the current market value at the time of notice and the 
lue at which the same were deposited." Него provision is di- 
ctly made for the transfer of the additional securities to the State 
reasurer. Section 37 speaks of securities deposited with the 
mptroller, while, in fact, the'securities spoken of are really in 
е custody of the Treasurer. Ifthese securities are to be exchang- 
, would not the general scope and spirit of the law require that 
" new securities received should be in the custody of the same 
icer who held the securities for which they were substituted? 
ie committee are clearly of opinion that this is the only construc- 
n to be placed upon the law. ' 
Should the Legislature decide otherwise, or should diey deem 
est to sanction the course which has been pursued by the 
mptroller, the committee would suggest the propriety of increas- 
the amount of his bonds, as the. amount is now much less than 
amount of funds under his control.

W 
in neighbouring states there have been bank panics,.and hee 
dit of their banks has been seriously injured, and. (he, people s 
jected to great Joss and inconvenience, our State has escaped eve 
thing of the kind; the credit of our banks has been fully.susta 
ed, the people protected from loss and inconvenience, so far as 
currency of:the banks of this State was concerned, and the saf 
ot our banking law demonstrated. For these satisfactory res 
the committee are of opinion that a large measure of the credi 
justly due to the skillful wise and prudent management of 
most able and efficient Bank Comptroller. 
A bill providing for various amendments to the present ban 
law of the State is herewith submitted. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF -PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


The investigations made into the management of the affairs 
der the control of this officer, have thus far reached anything 
satisfactory results. The limited time in which the committee 
been compelled to act, multiplicity of their other legislative du 
and the fact that several witnesses, whose testimony the com 
tee have felt 1t important to secure, have placed themselves be 
the immediate reach of the committee, have rendered itimpos 
for them to complete the investigations within the limits of the 
sent session of the legislature.

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‘Among several items of doubtful or unexplained character, the 
committee found on investigating the Treasurer’s office, one for 
thirteen hundred and twenty dollars drawn by Wm. A. Barstow, 
on account of swamp lands. No vouchers of any kind were found 
in any department that would throw light upon it, not was any 
return made, showing to what use this sum had been applied. On 
the 25th of the present month the committee had an -enterview 
with Mr. Barstow in order to have the expenditure explained. . A 
voucher of which the following is a copy, (the original . herewith 
annexed marked “ H.") has been placed in their possession:

This amount was drawn from the Treasury a short time before 
Mr. Barstow left the Executive office. 

The committee seriously doubt whether the legislature in mak- 
ing the appropriation contemplated such a use being made of the 
money. The governor’s traveling expences, would more properly 
have been a charge against his contingent fund. 
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In response to portions of the report of the Secretary of State, 
suggesting legislation relative to several matters of public interest, 
the committee would herewith report bills, and recommend their 
passage.
